She 
would also like to be notified of any 
case of neglected children, orphans 
with no one to care for them, children 
In unfit homes, whose parents cannot 
or will not bring them up properly. 

The State Board of Children's 
Guardians succeeds the State Hu* 
mane Society by a recent act of the 
legislature, and is doing a good sys¬ 
tematic work for the neglected chil¬ 
dren of the State, although much 
hampered by an insufficient appropri¬ 
ation.
